CARPENTERS TO GO OUT, 


Six Thousand Will Strike This Morning. 
Six thousand union carpenters engaged on 


‘buildings in this city have been ordered out 


on strike, and this morning they will throw 
down their tools and leave their work until 
such time as the bosses agree as a whole 
to pay 35 cents per hour, double 
pay Sunday, and pay and a half for 
overtime, the eight-hour day being the rule. 
No compromise will be entered into, nor 
will any of the men be allowed to return to 
work at the advanced prices until every 
striker is reinstated. The conclusion to 
strike Was arrived at yesterday afternoon at 


Battery D Armory, where a large mass- 


meeting of carpenters was held, nearly 
every union man being present. The meet- 
ing was secret so far as reporters were 
concerned. William Klivers. President of 


the Trade and Labor Assembly, was selected 
as Chairman.

after the meeting was over that any political 


speeches were made. J. R. Buchanan said it 
was time the nters and all workmen re- 
ceived justice. He advised them to stand 
shoulder to shoulder, and what they went for 
they would get. Nearly all the other 
speeches were of the same tenor. 

A set of resolutions was introduced to the 
effect that no union carpenter return to work 
until all are reinstated and working under 
the union schedule, and that all the bosses 
willing to concede the demands be compeiled 
to assist the union in forcing the others to do 
likewise. The resolutions also stated that 
it had come to the knowledge of the 
carpenters that the bosses had @ reso- 
lution in the recent builders’ convention 
agreeing to recognize no association of em- 

oyés. This was denounced, and it was re- 
solved to force the employers to recognize 
the men and their representatives. The 
resolutions were passed unanimously. 

Chairman Kliver advised the men to con- 
duct themselves in a proper and orderly 
manner, and told them to to the polls 
Tuesday and work for the alist ticket to 
the best of their ability. This was greeted 
with cheers, and as the men out into 
the street the cry Hurrah for Nelson“ 
went up, and passers-by thought a litical 
meeting had just adjourned.

They are hopeful of 
success, and say their victory will be. as- 
sured when all the building trades will be 
consolidated into one council. A meeting 
looking towards this end was held 9 1 
terday afternoon in Greenebaum’s Hall, 
there being present three represent- 
atives from nine different trades, 
including — steam-fitters, plasterers, 
tinners, plumbers, carpenters, hodcarriers, 
and derrickimen. No definit action was 
taken, and thé. matter went over for a week 
or two in order to gather in a few more of 
the larger building trades, such as bricklay- 
ers, stonemasons, and cornicemen. If the 
carpenters cannot win their strike any other 
way the Building Council will be called upon 
for assistance. and 30,000 men may be drawn 
into the trouble. 

A good deal of comment was indul in 
by some Knights of Labor upon the similarity 
in a certain way between the carpenters’ 
strike and the strike at the Stock-Yards the 
Monday before the last election. Those who 
commented did so in a joking manner, re- 
marking that the result would be the 
same. Some of the conservative carpenters 
made an attempt to the strike until 
after election, but they were unsuccessful.

LYNCHING AS A FINE ART. 


AN IOWA MURDERER DISPATCHED 
WITH MILITARY PRECISION. 


A Score of Masked Men Use a Battering 
Ram on the Jail in Corning, Drag Forth 
John H. McKenzie, and Hang Him to a 
Tree—The Work of a Master Hand at 
the Business Apparent Throughout the 


Entire Proceedings—Crime of a Man 


Who Died Game. 

Cornino, Ia., April %8—[Special.|—Last 
night John McKenzie, the murderer of John 
H. Riggs, was taken from the jail by a party 
of masked men and hanged to a tree in front 
of the jail. A brief account of this murder 
appeared in Tux TrrsuNeE at the time of its 


occurrence some four weeks ago. The two 


principals were neighboring farmers near 


Eureka, eight miles north of Corning. Mo- 


Kenzie had leased about twelve acres 
of corn land last year from Riggs from a 
field of perhaps thirty acres, Riggs 
farming the remainder. McKenzie did 
not utilize the stalks for fodder 
until after March 1 of this year, when 
crop leases expire under the Iowa law, and 
on his then attempting to turn cattle in the 
fodder Riggs objected because there was no 
division fence, and the cattle would overrun 


‘his fields. Riggs had sought legal counsel, 


and in accordance with it he locked the gate 
to the field with a padlock the morning of 


March 5. Soon after — arrived with 
his cattle. Having been informed by his 
hired man the gate was locked, he was on 
horseback, arm * 

he said: III give you just three minutes to 
open that gate. There were no witnesses, but 
from McKenzie’s own version Ri started 
toward the gate when McKenzie not to 
hit but to scare him, as he says. Riegs 
es and faced McKenzie, who immedi- 
ately shot at him, the ball penetrating below 
the eye and killing him. cKenzie came to 
Corn ng and ve himself up as coolly as 
though he had killed a neighbor’s aog. 

Both were peculiar men. Riggs was about 
47 years old, of a wealthy Jackson County 
(fowa) family, and he had lived here many 

ears as areserved old bachelor. He had 
ew intimate friends. 3 ago he was 
captured heart and by a design- 
ing loose woman, Mate Watson, who mar- 
ried him and secured considerable money 
from him before he discovered her infidelity 
and secured a divorce. He was a quiet, in- 
offensive man and a res citizen. 0 
brothers, now of Sioux City, came and cared 
for the body and property. cKenzie was a 
man of about 45 years, who had seen a good 
deal of the world and of its rough side, and 
was an Irish Canadian. was in the Ilion, 
and worked later on Mississippi steamboats 
and on the plains. Vague rumors of crimes 
he had committed have been afloat, but with- 
out. responsible authority. He had lived 
here eleven years, married, and had 
two little children. He had farmed 
laid stone, including work on the jail 
structure, and served as Deputy-Sheriff and 
ailer under Sheriff Thomas in this same jail. 
othing can be said of his general character 
but that he had a reckless, dare-devil way 
about him. 

Rumors of ching have been in the air 
for a week and Jailer Dugald Pumroy had 
armed guards for several nights, but McKen- 
zie protested against any such necessity and 
they were discontinued. The cells occupy 
the east end of the second story of the sub- 
stantial stone jail. Jailer Pumroy and wife 
slept in a bedroom in the west end with an 
iron door facing the stairway. About 2:20 
a. m. about twenty-tive armed and 
masked horsemen and a wagon loaded 
with men and a battering-ram appeared in 
front of the jail, moving with strict militar 
discipline under orders from a bold and skill- 
ful leader. When awakened by them Jailer 
Pumrey found he had been locked in his 
room by the hasp and staple on the iron door. 
He fired three g of from the win- 
dows, and McKenzie’s voice was heard in an 
unnatural, terrifying cry. Shots through his 
window quieted him. Mounted pickets were 

laced about the block designated by num- 

rs and with soldier-like demeanor. Ap- 
proaching citizens were quietly arrested, but 
permit to observe the proceedings under 
guard. The thunder of the battering-ram 
and the splintering of the doors gave way to 
the rattling of the ram on the iron doors. 
Then the jailer was peel gf pio The keys 
were found, and the work of unlocking pro- 
ceeded as by men familiar with the detaiis. 
McKenzie was heard to exclaim: If there 
are any old soldiers among you let them step 
forward flrst.“ He was tied and a rope 
thrown about his neck. His intense nerve 
and grit did not forsake him. He talked 
with the mob as they took him down- 
stairs and across the street to a 
maple tree, asked them to give his 
watch -to his wife, protested he had 
killed no other man than Riggs, and did not 
intend to kill him. To one wakened from 
ful slumbers to look out upon stern men 
dragging forth a fellow-man, even ——— a 
murderer, to see him lifted into the air, held 
while struggling, and guarded until the 
strangulation was complete, was indeed hor- 
rifying. Before disbanding the leader ad- 
the mob in a low voice, saying: 
. GENTLEMEN: The work of this night must re- 
main forever a secret. Let every participant 
and every observer take warning from the man 
ng to this tree. The fate of any man who 
divuiges the name of any participant will be as 
his fate. a 

All departed excepting half a dozen horse- 
men, who kept * for half an hour, fired 
two shots, and rode rapidly away to the 
northward. The identity of no participant 
was discovered, as they were completely 
masked and disguised their voices, excepting 
the leader, who was bold and careless. He 
18 supposed to be a stranger. By some it is 
thought heis the man who conducted the 
lynching of the Jellison murderers in Audu- 
bon County, and who might have been hired 
to organize, and conduct the lynching. 
It was thoroughly planned, and no blame is 
attached to any officers. The Coroner’s ver- 
dict was: 

John H. McKghzie came to his death by stran- 
gulation at the hands of infuriated persons to us 
unknown, caused as we verily believe by the 
tardiness of our courts of justice. 

While little is heard, this verdict 
does not voice universal public sentiment, for 
there had been no legal — in his case. He 
was indicted and arraigned last week, three 
weeks after the commission of the crime, and 
his trial set for the May term of court. The 
lynching was doubless incited largely by the 
long time occupied in the trial, rehearing, 
etc., of Perrigo, who killed Hidinger in this

THE SCYTHIA SAFE IN PORT. 


She Encountered a Very Severe Storm, but 
Was Not Near the Shore. 

Boston, Mass., April 3.—[Special.]—The 
Scythia arrived safely at her dock at 5 o’clock 
this evening. Capt. Roberts says that Friday 
last he encountered @ very heavy gale, ac- 
companied by a blinding snow-storm, and 
from the observation taken at noon Saturday 
Cape Cod bore southwest by west thirty-two 
miles. At that time the ship’s head was im- 
mediately put around and headed eastward, 
the captain not thinking it prudent to pro- 
ceed further. She was run at half speed for 
fifty-eight miles, when the storm abated and 
the weather ced to clear. Capt. 
Roberts says that the storm was the heaviest 
he ever experienced on Boston Bay, 

The rumor of the supposed disaster at 
Scituate to the Scythia created a tremen- 
dous sensation in this city last night. Owing 
to the fact that telegraphic communication 
with the south shot been interrupted 
by. the storm, it mpossible last night 
umor or disprove it. 

so peculiarly favor- 
able toa belief in truth of the report, 
however, that Agent in, of the Cunard 
company, rather thai endure the suspense, 
determined to charter§ speciai train and go 
at once to the iocality pf the alleged wreck.

Another rumor 
originated with the officers of the police-boat 
Protector, Who Rag en grt at ae ice head- 
quarters that they haf learned the fact of 
the disaster at the harf at East 
Boston. The reporters, of course, heard the 
story at police headquarters, and made 
a rush for the . office of the 
Cunard Company on State street. Here 
Agent Martin was found in a state of nerv- 
ous anxiety, having been summoned from 
his residence by an employé who had heard 
the story at the wharf, where it may have 
been circulated by the harbor police. The

latter do not know who ve them the al- 


leged information at tne Cunard wharf, but 
supposed at the time that 1t was the night 
watchman on the wharf. This is as far as the 
report can be traced in that direction. From 
all that can be learned now it would seem 
that there were two distinct reports of the 
stranding ef the steamer on the south shore, 
and the two fitted together so well and the 
circumstances were so favorable for the oc- 
currence of such a disaster that no 
one seems to have doubted the report. The 
Scythia had been expected to arrive 
Friday, and when the rumor started Satur- 
day night that she had been wrecked on the 
coast in the terrible gale and blinding snow- 
storm which had prevailed for thirty-six 
hours it seemed only probable that such a 
misfortune had occurred. he telegraph 
wires along the south shere had been thrown 
down by the gale, and it not possible to 
communicate with the or the coast.

Loss of a Pacifié Coast Steamship. 
Victoria, B. C., April 3.—[Special.}—The 


| Pacific Coast Steamship Company's steamer 


Mexico, which plies between this port and 
San Francisco, is a total wreck on Belle 
Chain Reef, in Gulf Gengia, near the spot 
where the ship John Rosenfeld and the 
steamer Alki went ashore. The Mexico was 
on her way from Nanaimo, where she had 
been coaling, to Victoria to take on passen- 
gers and freight for San Francisco. At high 
tide she is under water, and a heavy gale is 
blowing. The Mexico is a wooden steamer 
of 1,341 tons. She is 6 years old, ana cost 
$300,000. She is believed to be fully insured. 
Tugs have gone to her assistance.

CORPSES FOR CHINA. 


The Bones of 2,000 Mongolians in San 
Francisco Awaiting Shipment. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 3.—[Special.]— 
Today was one of the three great festivals in 
the year when the Chinese go out to Point 
Lebos Cemetery and feast the souls of their 
departed. From 7 o’ciock in the morning 
until noon there were thousands of Mon- 
golians placing meat offerings on the graves 
and burning joss-sticks and firecrackers. 
The 1 of hacks and wagons num- 
bered about 500, and the débris left on the 
ground after the affair was over resulted in 
a wholesale gathering of tramps and dogs for 
a moonlight Chinese dinner. The white 
superintendent of the Mongolian burial- 
ground estimates that the pack of corpses 
for shipment back to China will exceed 2,000 
for the season, and ali the exhumations will 
have to be performed under Government su- 
pervision fore removal from the cem- 
etery will be allowed. The corpses must 
been under the ground for two years, and 
then they are not allowed in the city limits 
unless hermetically packed. There is not 
the slightest indication of the Chinese giv- 
ing up this custom of shipping back their 
dead to China, and, except with converts to 
Christianity, the rule is always followed. It 
is a very costly custom, and the imposts on it 
are increasing, but these are met with indif- 
ference by the rich Chinese corporations who 
undertake the matter. 


Free Fight at a Salvation Army: Meeting. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 3.—[{Special.]—The Sal- 
vation Army meeting here tonight was the scene 
of a riot which imperiled scoyes of lives. The 
army meets in Ford's Hall and has nightly. at- 
tracted 300 or 400 people. Tonight an immense 
throng surrounded the building. While the Sal- 
vation band was playing the police appeared and 
arrested five members of the army who played 
the instruments. At the barracks they refused 
offers of bailand said they would make a test 
case. Three of the army who were not arrested 
announced to the crowd that they would conduct 
the meeting. The hall was quickly filled 
to its outmost capacity, an unusually 
large sprinkling of roughs being in the 
crowd. At 9o’clock one of the roughs insulted a 
woman sitting near him. Her escort struck him 
in the face.. In an instant the roughs rose in a 
body and 2 a night. Some of the more 
respectabie men present championed the cause 
of the woman's protector, and forty or fifty men 
were soon involved in a free-for-all fight. Many 
of the roughs were armed with clubs, and chairs 
and other moveable objects were used with tell- 
ing effect. Several pistols were flourished, but 
no shots were fired. There were no licemen 
present, and the combatants fought for twenty 
minutes before a detail of blue coats arrived and 
cleared the hall. Two men suffered 
broken noses, several had teeth knoaked 
out, and 200 others were more or less seriogsly 
battered up. The 230 or more women present 
added to the confusion by screaming and rushing 
about the hall seeking safety from the flying mis- 
siles. Many of them huddled in terror on the stage. 
The scene of the fight was at the head of a 
narrow flight of stairs which furnished the only 
exit from the hall, and to escape to the street 


necessitated charging through the very thickest 


Had the stairway been accessibie 
many lives would probably have been lost in the 
panic-stricken rush of women.

| PLANS FOR WAR SHIPS. | 


MANY COMPETITORS FOR THE PRIZE 
OFFERED BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


A Bewildering Array of Designs Submitted 
to the Department—Twelve First-Class 
Vessels Soon to Be Bullding for the 
United States Navy—Ambitions of the 
Yachting Nabobs — Great Service to 
Ships of Oil on the Troubled Waters 
—General Naval Gossip. 


Wasmixerox, D. C., April 3.—[Special.]— 
Tue reward of $15,000 for the plan of a war 
ship of 6,000 tons brought ten noted marine 
architects and builders into competition. 
The plans were opened formaily by Secretary 
Whitney Friday in the presence of a number 
of naval people. The competitors are: The 
Thames Iron-Ship Building Company, Lon- 
don, England; the Barrow Ship Building 
Company, Burrow-in-Furness, England; Mr. 
Watt of Birkenhead, England; A. H. Grand- 
jean, Marine Engineer, St. Nazaire, France; 
Capt. M. S. Clayton, Auckland, New Zealand: 
Lieut. W. I. Chambers, United States navy; 
Chief Constructor T. D. Wilson, United 
States navy; Constructor S. H. Pook, United 
States navy; N. L. Tonns, New York City; 
F. L. Norton of Washington. The plans are 
all modern and are 80 bewilder- 
ing in their details that they can- 
not be intelligibly contrasted in 
brief space. Probably tne least 
complicated of all is the one submitted by 
Commodore Wilson, the head constructor of 
our navy. His idea is a very low freeboard, 
with a slope that will carrom upwarda shot 
from anywhere forward of the beam. By a 
low freeboard is meant that but little of the 
ship’s hull is above water. With her full 
equipment and coal supply aboard, ready for 
action, the Wilson boat would be about two 
feet above the water. It is estimated that 
two feet freeboard is sufficient margin for 
seaworthiness. Itis not expected that such 
weather boat. Like 
the famous monitors, she would be so low 
that an enemy would have little to work on 
in action. The Wilson design contem. 
plates triple expansion engines, twin screws 
very high speed, and a heavy armament o 
rifles and machine guns covering thé whole 
circle of which the boatis the centre. The 
English design reflects the latest ideas abroad 
in naval architecture which have now been 
in vogue for fifteen years. Their main feat- 
ure is ponderousness of deck rig, including 
vast turrets It was on account of his dis- 
sent from this 2 war-ships above 
the water-line that Sir Edward Reed, proba- 
bly the ablest{naval constructor England has 
ever had, had to retire. The Secretary will 
appoint a board of naval officers having no 
connection with the department and civilian 
experts to decide upon the merits of 
the competing plans. This duty will be 
difficult, as the. doctors disagree very 
badiy in such a case as this.

The great 
cruiser’s engines have alread stood 
as severe a test in the dock as they ever 
will have at sea, and they performed admira- 
bly. They are so nicely adjusted that a semi-

ROCHE SPEAKS OUT. 


Down on Anarchists—The Law w Be En- 
forced Against Vice and Crime. 

Saturday nignt 5,000 men crowded into Bat- 
tery D Armory to attend the meeting under 
the auspices of the Veteran Union League to 
ratify Roche’s nomination for Mayor as the 
candidate of law, order, personal liberty, 
and the protection of property.

He said that Gettinger wrote to Mrs. Bottom- 
er expressing sympathy with her and offer- 
ings his services. From that time on a cor- 
respondence was kept up between them. 
The letters contamed xather loving senti- 
ments. About Janua Gettinger came to 
Baltimore to see Mrs. Bottomer. She then 
refused to have anything to do with him, and 
requested the return of her letters and 
photograph. Mr. Bottomer further testified 
thut Gettinger then came to his office and 
offered the letters for a consideration. Mr. 
Bottomer consulted his counsel. They met 
Gettinger, who, Mr. Bottomer says, gave 
him four or five letters, the handwriting of 
which Mr. Bottomer says he recognized 
as that of his wife. Other members 
of the family also recognized the writing. 
Mr. Bottomer then claims that Gettinger 
went to the counsel for Mrs. Bottomer and 
stated that she did not write the letters. Mr.

Cincinnati Over the Selection of a Mayor. 
Derroit, Mich., April 8,—[Special.}—The 
election in this State tomerrow will be at- 
tended by more excitement than any political 
contest in Michigan since the War. While 
there are four tickets in the field and innu- 
merable local tickets, the candidates sink into 
insignificance and the usual lines of party 
warfare are swept aside, while the absorb- 
ing interest of the moment lies in the ques- 
tion of licensed or prohibited whisky. There 
has been a singular revolution in the senti- 
ment within the last ten days. Democrats 
who were opposed to prohibition have be- 
come converted in ‘its favor. Republicans 
who favored the proposed constitutional 
amendment have turned against it; the labor- 
ing men, who have? uniformly been anti- 


Prohibitionists, are now more or less divided 


on the question. In fact, men who were 
sure that their opinions were fixed irrevo- 
cably have switched over at the eleventh 
hour, so that it is impossible to predict the 
result of the election. All this change in 
feeling has been brought about by the most 
liberal discussions of the question in the 
press and pulpit and on the stump. There is 
hardly a minister in Detroit who has not ad- 
dressed his congregation at either the morn- 
ing or the evening service in his church Sun- 
day since the Legislature by one Republican 
majority voted to submit the adoption of the 
amendment to the people. The Prohibitionist 
have imported some of the very ablest pro- 


hibition speakers in the country, who 
have talked incessantly in town, ham- 
let, ward, and crossroads of the State. 
The moneyed men of that party have con- 
tributed liberally to the campaign fund. 
Columns of advertising space have been 
bought in the leading daily papers and filied 
by the Prohibition State Ceutral Committee. 
The papers have contained long and vituper- 
ative attacks on the ieading temperance men 
m the country who have favored high license 
and 5 preg the amendment. Among these 
are Charles A. Kent, professor in the Uni- 
versity of Michigan; D. Bithune Duffield, 
the leading lawyer of the State; and Alanson 
Sheley ot the firm of Farrand, Williams & 
Co. and a heavy capitalist, and several other 
gentlemen of equal ability and prominence 
—Republicans atl—whose high character 
vouches for their honesty and earnestness. 
They have opposed the adoption of the 
amendment because they are temperance 
men and believe that prohibition does not 
prohibit. mee 

On the part of the Prohibitionists the cam- 
paign has largely been one of adjectives, and 
no less a person than the Rev. Dr. Studley of 
the Central Methodist Church of this city 
last Sunday night denounced Mr. Duffield as 
a har and worthy only to rank with the father 
of liars. The opponents of the amendment 
have certainly been more calm and dignified 
in their presentation of the facts, and it has 
had the effect of converting to high license 
many temperance — le who would, had the 
election been held ore these bitter contro- 
versies occurred, have voted for prohibition. 

The excitement in this city is —_ 
greater than at many other ints through- 
out the State. It is natural t it should be. 
Here the liquor-men have been thoroughly 
organized, and from here has been conducted 


the anti-amendment campaign throughout, 


the State. The brewers were the first to 
take alarm, and organized an association for 
the promulgation of literature, largely 
statistical, showing the number of men that 
would bethrown out of employment if the 
amendment carried; the amount of revenue 
that would be lost to the State and which 
must be made up by taxation; the vast 
amount of property which would be de- 
stroyed under prohibition, and which, they 
claim, the State would have to make com- 
pensation for; the injury which would result 
to trade in general by forein 

out of busmess men who handle an 

circulate millions of dollars yearly, and 
the injury separate communities would 
suffer by the loss ot many of its most enter- 
prising men—liquor-deailers who threaten to 
remove beyond the State. The saloonkeep- 
ers followed the brewers and organized what 
they cailed a protective association. Every 
saloonkeeper in Detroit belongs to this soci- 
ety, which has resoived to close all the drink- 


—— Monday, that their owners, bar-

ers, and other employés may stand at 
the polis and work against the amendment. 
There are 1,100 saloons in this city. Counting 
the proprietors and employés of these places, 
together with the brewers and their men, 
tells one that between 6,000 and 7,000 earnest 
anti-prohibition workers will stand at the 
sixty odd polling-places in Detroit tomorrow, 
determined to do all in their power to defeat 
the proposed obnoxious law. 

How to counteract this tremendous work- 
ing force and the influence they would exert 
has been a pure to the Prohibitionists. At 
meetings held ay preparations were com- 
pleted for the sending out to the polis tomor- 
row of between 2,000 and 3,000 women. 
Lunch booths have been secured and erected 
near every polling-place of consequence, and 
here will found earnest Christian wives, 
mothers, and daughters dealing out free 
launches of coffee, sandwiches, and cake, 
while others will attend the polls as duly ap- 
pointed workers for the amendment. It is ex- 

cted that tomorrow’s scene will be one 

ong to be remembered, and it certainly will 
be one that has no parallel in Michigan’s 
political history. 

The liquor-men of the town have not taken 
kindly to the idea of meeting women prohibi- 
tion workers at the polis, and one of their 
number in a published interview cordially 
advised the women to remain away on pen- 
alty of gross insult, and notice is given that 
the prohibition slip-boxes will not be allowed 
near the polis. This warning and declara- 
tion have not caused the Prohibitionists to 
swerve a hair’s breadth from their plans. 
The women will be there, the prohibition 
slip-boxes will be there, the tree temperance 
lunch will be there, and if either workers or 
voters are interfered with serious trouble 
will be sure to follow. There are not want- 
ing those who openly declare tonight that 
bloodshea will follow, and that the morrow 
is likely to be memorable for other than pure- 
ly —＋. reasons. 

here is no doubt that gigantic frauds will 
be attempted. - The inspectors of the election 
are equally divided between the Democratic 
and Republican parties, but all the inspectors 
are uncompromisingly against prohibition. 
In Detroit there are three constitutional 
amendments to be voted on—first, the pro- 
hibition amendment; second, the amendment 
increasing the salaries of State officers: and 
third, an amendment empowering the Board 
of Supervisors of Wayne County to bond the 
county for new county buildings. The ‘law 
says that the inspectors s receive and de- 
posit the ballots in their re tive boxes as 
the baliots are handed in by the voters with- 
out reading. There is nothing to prevent 
a voter from voting three “noes” 
on the prohibtion amendment and 
neglecting to vote either for or 
against the other amendments. The inspec- 
tor would necessarily be ignorant of how an 
man voted.

HIS MIND. 


Without Executive Ability Enough to Prop- 
erly Administer the Affairs of His As- 
sembly He Would Make a Poor Mayor— 
A Disgusted Socialist’s Views—The Labor 
League Comes Out with Its Repudiation 
of the Red Flag and Its Followers. 


*I shall not vote for Nelson,” said an in- 
telligent member of the Bric Union, 
because he does not represent the labor ele- 
ment in the party.

CHICAGO, April 2.—[{Editor of The Tribune.]—

There has perhaps been a little 
hardening in values recently, but it is 
found difficult to sell at any material ad- 
vance. The amount of future contracts on hand 
to be filled is unusually small. Stocks are said 
to be moderate in the hands of Eastern agents. 
Based on the 10 cent rate of the Burlington Road 
the rate on flour from Minneapolis to Liverpool, 
all rail to New York, is G cents per 100, or 90 cents 
a barrel. Reports from Aberdeen, Da k., and ad- 
acent points state that the seed wheat brought 
nby the Milwaukee Road to be furnished to 
farmers is being rapidly taken and the prospects 
are good for many more acres being seeded than 
ever before,

NELSON'S PLATFORM. 

It is probable that 95 per cent of the voters 
of Chicago know very littie about the specific 
platform on which Mr. Robert Nelson, the 
party, 
seeks to be elected Mayor of Chicago with 
the assistance of Carter H. Harrison. That 
platform, as drafted by Tommy Morgan of 
Hyde Park and adopted by the “ Labor” 
convention, lays down some of the principles 
and defines some lines of policy which it 
would. be well for good citizens to think 
over. 
Among those which will attract most at- 
tention are: (1) Mat “all unoccupied lands 
shall be taxed to the full limit“; (2) that the 
Municipal Government shall become the 
owner of and operate all street railway 
lines, all gas works and mains, all electric- 
light plants, and all telephone wires; (3) that 
all railroads shall enter the city by a common 
trunk line, 
Such a program would practically mean 
the confiscation of the owners’ interest in 
most incumbered real estate. Taxing to the 
full limit would miean taxation on an assess- 
ment equal to the full selling value, which 
would be from four to five times the present 
rate of taxation, for your ordinary Socialist 
has very exalted ideas as to the value of prop- 
erty, however little he pretends to care about 
the ownership thereof. The taxes on a lot 
and the interest on mortgages would eat up 
the owner’s share in it in three or four years. 
And of course if unoccupied property is to be 
assessed at the full value occupied property 
should be taxed on the same scale. The law 
requires that assessments shall be equitable. 

To buy up the street-car lines alone would 
probably require 25 millions. Where would 
Nelson get the money to make the purchase, 
supposing he is elected? By issuing scrip 
signed by himself as Mayor and Carter Har- 
rison as Controller? Who would buy the scrip? 
Do not the Nelsonites propose to do away 
with the capitalists who invest in such secur- 
ities? But-even should Nelson, Morgan, Har- 
rison & Co. be able to raise the money the 
street-car companies might not be willing to 
sell, and Uncle Sam’s courts would put a 
veto on their condemnation. 

Then again, it would reauire about 25 
millions more to buy out the gas companies, 
about two millions to purchase the electric- 


patent—a couple of millions moré to buy out 
the telephone companies. It would tax all 
the energies of the three Socialistic Assessors

EFFECT OF NELSON'S ELECTION ON IN- 


There is one result of a Socialistic success 
tomorrow which has not been sufficiently 
considered, and that 1s, its disastrous effect 
upon insurance, 

Every person who owns property, from the 
workingman with his residence cottage to 
the capitalist who has invested his means in 


great blocks, stores, warehouses, or factories, | 


must have his property insured. In the ag- 
gregate the insurance on 120,000 buildings 
and their contents in Chicago amounts to 
several hundred milhons of dollars. The 
great bulk of the insurance is placed outside 
the city and largely with foreign companies, 
particularly in England and Germany. 

If a cablegram goes across the ocean Tues- 
day night that Nelson is elected; that Roche 
is beaten; that the law and order ticket is 
defeated ; that Socialism is to rule Chicago in 
the future, it wil have an instant and dis- 
astrous effect. They understand in Europe 
exactly what Socialism and Communism 
mean. They have had experience with these 
destructive schemes. They will know that a 
Socialistic victory in Chicago means the dis- 
bandment of the police and the demoraliza- 
tion of the Fire Department, that life will be 
left without security and property without 
protection, and that in case Socialism resorts 
to its Anarchistic methods, with the Police

The 
indictments already returned, the basket- 
ful of indictments placed before the 
Judge by Mr. Burley Saturday evening, 
are startling but convincing proof of 
this sweeping charge. That there was 
an aimost total lack of honesty appears 
from the fact that of the fifteen members 
who constituted the County Board last year 
twelve have been indicted, some of them on 
as many as a dozen charges, and that nearly 
every contractor who did business with the 
county and nearly all the leading officials are 
in the same predicament. Seven members of 
the present board have also been indicted. 
No wonder there has been widespread de- 
moralization.”’ 

The reportof Mr. Burley would have caused 
a profound sensation in the community. had 
not the newspaper exposures of the misdeeds 
of the Commissioners to some extent antici- 
pated it. One part of the brief document which 
must not be passed over in silence, however, 
is that which recommends such legislative 
action as will insure systemin the manage- 
ment of county affairs and the selection of 
honest business-men to fill the positions of 
Commissioners. 

The attention of the members of the Legis-

A SECRET CLASS PARTY. 

It should be remembered in relation to the 
contest tomorrow that itis the first time in 
the history of Chicago that the citizens have 
been called upon to vote for a ticket repre- 
senting a special class. Nelson and his fel- 
low-nominees were put forward as the repre- 
sentatives of the secret, oath-bound, labor 
lodges. They do not represent all the work- 
ingmen of Chi They only represent 
such workin as belong to the political 
lodges, the groups, and sections. Working- 
men outside those organizations had nothing 
to say as to the’ make-up of the ticket. No 
man who was not a member of the lodges 
could have been a nominee. Of the thirty- 
five persons who figure as labor candidates 
there is not one, except Cox, the candidate 
for City Attorney, who is not a member of 
some lodge, group, or section. Cox would be 
but his profession excludes him. If there 
were another such he would be declared in- 
eligible. There are many professions be- 
sides the legal wholly excluded from 
membership in these organizations. Even 
the Know-Nothings embraced men of all 
professions and from all classes. The at- 
tempt of the Morgan-Schilling-Currlin com- 
bination to force such a ticket down the 
throats of the people of Chicago should be 
resented with as much indignation as if the 
Odd-Fellows, or the Masons, or the Hiber- 
nians, or. the Turners presented distinct 
tickets to the people representing their re- 
spective organizations.

Jnion party nominated a full ticket in opposition

Hartnett, 360; William Sully, 375; William Col- 
lins, 275. 

The average majority of the Citizens’ Union 
was 250 in a vote of about 900. This is very sig- 
nificant, as South Chicago is the stronghold of 
the Socialist party in Hyde Park. 

In Hyde Park Centre there was a very spirited 
contest between the partisans of the present Ad- 
ministration of the village and the Citizens’ 
party, which has been organizedin opposition to 
the Republican village ticket recently nomi- 
nated. The two candidates of the Citizens’ 
party who were opposed, Messrs. Halsey and 
Parker, were beaten by Messrs. Baker and Haw- 
kins by 50 and 89 majority, respectively. The 
following was the complete ticket elected:

Two elec- 
tions under the law have been already held in 
Chicago and Lake, and people in both places are 
becoming familiar with the hours of opening and 
polling. ; 

Mechanics, clerks, salesmen, and employés 
generally who may have to work away from 
their homes can vote in the morning before go- 
ing to work—even before breakfast. The pre- 
cincts under the new law are small in area and 


the polls are centrally located. The voter has 


in most instances to walk only a few blocks in 
order to deposit his ballot, and there is no delay 
at the polls. There is no swearing in; no patent- 
affidavit making. Only those who are registered 
can vote. None others need apply. Every citi- 
zen can exercise the privilege of the franchise in 
afew minutes. 

Down-town business and professional men can 
deposit their ballots on their way to their stores 
or offices without the slightest inconvenience. 
There will be no long rows of voters at Revub- 
lican polls, as under the Van Pelt system. There 
will be no crowd of noisy, blackguard bummers 
gathered at the voting places waiting the oppor- 
tunity to block the line or to repeat. The expe- 
rience of Chicago during the last two elections is 
that the vicinity of the polling place is quiet and 
peaceable even to dullness. No poll can be 
located ina saloon nor ip back alleys and dis- 
reputable places, as under the old Van Pelt-Mc- 
Donald régime. The police officers in attendance 
are, as far as election matters are concerned, un- 
der the command of the election judges. Every 
precaution, therefore, is taken to facilitate vot- 
ing and to protect the registered voter in the ex- 
ercise of his franchise. There can be no excuse, 
therefore, for any deeent citizen refraining 


trom casting his ballot tomorrow for law and 


order. 

Every law-abiding voter owes it to the city of 
his home and his future to cast a vote for Roche 
and against the representative of the Socialists, 
the Com mune, and the red flag.

Union of the English Tories and Mugwumps 
for Irish Coercion. 

Lonpon, April 2.—Emboldened by the final 
rupture between the Liberal Mugwumps and 
the Gladstonian Liberals and encouraged by 
Mugwump approval of the most extreme 
measures of coercion, the Tory Cabinet fin- 
ally dropped its intention of making modifi- 
cations or concessions and let matters stand 


as they were. The bill as now presented re- 
veals in every line the infinit care that has 
been taken to draft it in such a form as to 
cover every conceivable case of boycotting, 
assisting the plans of campaign, opposing 
evictions, promoting the or encourag- 
ing the maintenance of any kindred 
to the league. For instance, the second 
clause, dealing with boycotting, makes it 
punishabie for any person to take part in 
a conspiracy to -compel or induce any 
other person to disregard a legal o tion ; 
to not allow another person to have use 
of any land; to refuse to deal with or work 
for or hire any person in the course 
of business or occupation. Conspiracy to e f- 
fect any of these objects therefore becomesia 
crime. Clause three makes it a penal o - 
fense for persons to take 
unlawful assemblies, or to forcibly take pos- 
session of a house or land wi twelve 
months of the execution of a writ of eviction 
referring to such land. same clause re- 
vives and reénacts the White Boy acts. 
These acts nearly forty years ago 
were intended to affect the suppression of 
bands of marauders in the South of Ireland 
and who 
resembled the banditti of bria or 
Greece. and the Mollie aires of 
Pennsylvania, less than citizen agitators and 
non-rent payers of Ireland today. Nothing 
could better show the moral color-blindness 
of the Salisbury Ministry than the revival of 
these acts. Nothing in the existing situa- 
tion calls for them. It had rumored 
that they would be reénacted, but the gen- 
eral impression was that the Government 
would not care to perpetuate such an 
anachronism. The measures referred to 
may almost be said to establish a state of 
siege. The third clause concluded with the 
sweeping and comprehensive provision that 
any person who “by acts or words shall in- 
cite, persuade, solicit, or encourage the 
offensés”’ included in the bill shall be amen- 
able to its penal enactments. 

The crimes for which the Attorney-Gen- 
eral can ch the venue for trial, either 
from one Irish court to another, or from Ire- 
land to the Queen’s Bench of En land, or to 
the Central Criminal Court at ndon, are 
murder, attempted murder, vated vio- 
anes, arson, and breaking or firing into or 
assailing dwellings.

DRIVEN FROM HIS HOME. 


Flight of a Florida Physician Under Very 
Singular Circumstances.

The revised 
schedules published make an advance over 
the cut rates now evening inthe majority 
of cases, but the question is how long they 
will last. If any one of the trunk lines, for 
instance, finds it a losing business, down will 
go its published rates, then the others 
will get nervous. The Grund Trunk threat- 
ened trouble because the others refused to 
allow it a differential freight rate 
on east-bound business, and, though 
it appears to have waived its de- 
mand for the present, the concession 
is probably only tentative. It will wait to see

A Strange Case That Is Puzzling the

named Nettie Olds, living at No. 2237 Michigan 
avenue, was found in her room in an unconscious 
condition. Her mouth was burned as though 


with some acid, and the conclusion was at once 
arrived at that she had been poisoned.

He further stated that 
Rogers had been en to his niece, and after 
his engagement ha u broken had taken au- 
vantage of every means to annoy her. 
ers had written a threatening letterand had 
followed the girl to Michigan, where 
she was sent to = him out of the 
way, and that her fear of injury at his 
hands was so great that when she came back 
she was obliged to go to bed. He thought Rogers 
had sneaked into the room and po the acid 
into her mouth while she slept. On the strength 
of this statement Rogers was arrested late in the 
evening by Detective Treharn of the Central 
detail and was locked up, charged with an at- 
a ee mn the girl He was seen 
in his cell at ‘the Central Station by a 
TRIBUNE reporter, and told the following 
story: “I know nothing of tne poisoning of Net- 
tie Olds. I met her three years ago through a 
flirtation at the Randolph street museum. Two 
days after I met her I called at her house, and up 
to five weeks ago have been one of the family. 
I was never engaged to her, as I have a wife liv- 
ing in the East and told her of this 
fact. I was employed by C. A. Wiswell, 
the Madison street boot and shoe man. 
I have received several sums of money from the 
woman. Five weeks ago I received #165 from 
her, and left on friendly terms to go to San Fran- 
cisco. I returned here last Friday and called at 
the house to get from the girl a ring she had that 
belonged to me, as well as some papers, I found 
she*had left for Marshall, Mich., in the company 
of an acquaintance named Geo 
Houk, whose father lives at Marshall. 
I returned to Chicago this afternoon on the same 
train with Nettie Olds and George Houk, and 
they left the car at Twenty-second street, while 
I rode into the city. In the afternoon I meta 
man named Kelly, who rooms at the house where 
the Olds family lives. and visited his room with 
him. I did not see the girl after she left the 


train at Twenty-second street.“ 


Death of Mrs. Studebaker. 

The death of the venerable Mrs. Studebaker 
will not be a surprise to our readers, for the most 
of them know that she had been hovering be- 
tween life and death for several days. She was 
u remarkable woman in many respects, but one 
of her strongest traits was her intense love for 
her children, and this love was as intensely re- 
turned by them. The vicissitudes of fortune in 
the earlier lives of her older sons took most 
of them away from home, except her second son, 
Clem, now sident of the Studebaker Com- 
pany. He was the “home boy,” striving to lay 
the foundation of a fortune here, while the 
others were working for the same end elsewhere, 
and naturally the mother consulted him more. 


The affection which existed between mother and 


son was remarkable. Through the long, long 
years of her life here in South Bend no press of 
his immense business, no demands of statesmen, 
politicians, or other public personages on his 
time ever prevented his daily morning Visit to 
his mother at the comfortable home he and his 
brothers provided for her. If the visit which the 
mother looked forward to each day with pl2asure 
was not made. she knew that her son had been 
called hurriedly from the city, and that she must 
receive a loving message instead of the visit. 
This traitin Mr. Clem Studebaker's character 
was known to only a few of his intimate friends, 
but every one who reads this will honor the man 
all the more for so honoring his mother; for in 
these worldly days too many men become so ab- 
sorbed in the duties of a business or a public life 
—in grasping for fortune or fame—as to almost 
entirely forget the sacred injunction about hon- 
oring father and mother.—sSouth Bead Tribune.

Ifthe law said all 
the remains Mike would have a hard time 
trying to find them; for, not to mention the 
refuse burned by students who take their 
work home, there are the bones which man 
of them keep after they have strip off 
the flesh. And if the law req that the 
bodies be buried individually, each in its 
own coffin, it is probable that Mike, and Jan- 
itor Hicks, too, would resign in despair. 
Whatever burial is granted to tne remains is 
without discrimination, promiscuous and im- 
partial.

“I say,” he remarked, “I'd like to have an 


STRANGER THAN FICTION. 


A ROMANCE OF THE DAYS OF SLAVERY 
IN THE SOUTH. 


| One of the Most Re: ble Complications 


ef Those Times— Daughter of a 
Portuguese Woman Sold into Slavery— 
She Escapes and Marries a Weaithy 

Citizen of Louisville—F eclaimed by Her 

Master, Ransomed, Deserted by Her 
Husband, and Dying an Outcast. 

Memphis Avalanche; The story which, with 
your permission, I am going to relate had 
real men aud women for actors and is known 
to all the ola-time residents in and around 
Louisville. It presents one of the most re- 
markable complications of old slavery times 
that ever came within my knowledge, and I 
am not over young. 

“ Fifteen or twenty years before the break- 
ing out of our late Civil War a young girl 
in her teens came up from Louisiana and 
settied in Louisville, giving the name of Liz- 
zie Carlton. Nothing more was known of 
her than that she was accompanied to the 
Falls City by a young man who was, or who 
pretended to be, deaf and dumb, and who, 
after aiding her to secure a situation with 
Mrs. Williams, a milliner and dressmaker on 
Fourth street, returned at once southward by 
river. Lizzie wasa handsome brunet, with 
a wealth of raven hair which almost swept 
the floor, bright, expressive eyes, and alto- 
gether genteel and dignified in her general 
appearance. Her lady-like deportment and 
strict attention to the interests of her em- 
ployer soon made her superintendent of the 
establishment. Social barriers were 
not so stubborn then as now, and hence 
the young and beautiful stranger was soon 
received into the best society, forming a 
number of friends outside her regular bus- 
iness patrons, among others a Mrs. E., a 
prominent member of the Baptist Church, at 
whose house the dark-eyed beauty was a 
frequent visitor. She in time attached her- 
self to that church, becoming a most exem- 
plary member. During her visits to Mrs. E. 
our heroine met Philip S., himself one of the 
pillars of the church, who, after living in 
single blessedness for years enjoying all alone 


his wealth and family station, soon conceived 


a tender sentiment for the young and beauti- 
ful sister. It was not long after the match- 
makers put their heads together till Philp 
and Lizzie were made one. The marriage 
ceremony took place at the Baptist Church 
then standing on the southwest corner of 
Fifth ‘and Green, the Rev. Mr. Buck 
officiating, and many old-timers living to tnis 
day will recall all the facts exactly as 
give them. After the ceremony the bride 
and groom and their friends repaired to Mr. 
S.’s residence, about ten miles from Louis- 
ville, on the Bardstown pike, where the usual 
wedding festivities were enjoyed. : 

“ The honeymoon, with other moons, drip- 
ping with honey ‘sweeter than the om & 
comb,’ waxed and waned. The old ‘bach- 
elor,’ happy inthe new world that dawned 
before him, the young wife with her back 
upon the past and its memories, was even 
forgetting that she had been a hard-worked 
milliner in the struggle for bread. 

“Alas, that ever man’s avarice and 
brutality should break in to mar and de- 
stroy a scene of happiness like this. About 
sunset one afternoon the door-bell rang. 
Lizzie —, now Mrs. S., left her husband’s 
bedside (he was confined to his room by a 
slight ess at the time), arranged her 
toilet, and descended to the parlor. 

“One piercing scream that startled the 
echoes aroused Mr. S., who rushed down 
stairs. What was his astonishment and dis- 
may to find his bride fainting on the floor, 
— a strange gentleman, attended by a 
unitormed policeman, standing over her. 

„Sir,“ said the stranger, ‘this woman is 

slave. Her name is Melinda Cass. I am 

a Louisiana planter; here is the bill of sale. 
I bought her a few months before she es- 
from my home, and I have been on her 

track ever since, and now she must return 


with me. 

“The distress of the unfortunate couple 
drew about them at once a large concourse 
of their friends, who were as much at a loss 
what to advise in the midst of these strange 
revelations as were the two most deeply con- 
cerned. The husband, after the first par- 
oxysm of his grief and mortification, vowed 
eternal fidelity to his wife, bond or free, and 
with the assistance of Deacon E., Rev. Mr. 
Buck, and others, it was arranged that, in 
order to quiet matters, the Louisiana planter 
should be indemnified for the lossof his 
slave; and a little party of friends met to- 
gether at the Galt House, where the Louisi- 
aniap was paid $700 for compensation and re- 
turned home.“ 

* And this ends this strange, eventful his- 
tory?’ asked the reporter. 

By no means. The worst is to come. Mr. 
S. being a man easily influenced by his 
stronger-minded relatives was so beset by 
his uncles, his cousins, his sisters, and his 
aunts, that he turned his young bride out of 
doors. They could not tolerate even a single 
drop of negro blood, however concealed by a 
fair exterior. The poor, deserted wife went 
heart-broken from place to place in the ca- 
pacity of a seamstress, and soon gave birth 
toason. She managed to support herself 
and child and bear up bravely under all her 
misfortunes until Mr. S. married another. 
This was more than she could withstand, and 
taking to her bed she was kindly attended 
by the Sisters of Charity and a few Baptist 
sisters in Louisville until she died of a 
broken heart.“ 

Did she really have negro blood in her 
veins?” 

That is the question. Mr. E. went South 
to get a true statement of her history, but 
the reports there were as conflicting. as else- 
where. Lizzie Carlton persisted with her 

ing breath that she was of pure Caucasian 
blood, a free woman by birth. She related 
that her mother, a Portuguese, on reachin 
this country, being a dark brunet, form 
the acquaintance of a wealthy planter in 
New Orleans, who became so infatuatea that 
he took her to his home, and to conceal his 
purpose from his wife passed the woman off 
as a slave—her complexion enabling her to 
pass for a light mulatto. Lizzie was the off- 
spring of this illicit strategy, and the planter, 
dying suddenly and without disclosing the 
true character of his mistress, who also died 
soon after, Lizzie, quite a child, descended to 
the heirs with the other ‘property.’ The 
estate was left involved and Lizzie was sold 
on the block to the planter who afterwards 
pursued her to Louisville. She further ex- 
plained that the you man who tied with 
her to Louisville was her half-brother—the 
son of her mother’s seducer—and that she 
tied to escape the persecutions of her new 
master, who persisted in soliciting favors she 
would not concede. 


“A few pitied while more blamed the un- 


fortunate woman for having imposed herself, 
as they call it, on the community, and for 
having married into one of the ‘best fam- 
ilies.’ But time soon mellowed the harsh- 
ness of the judgment and made many believe 
her story to have been true in all respects. 
Many of our oldest inhabitants believe she 
was indeed the daughter of a Portuguese 
woman and was the innocent victim of the 
unholy love which drove her parents to the 
base subterfuge. Their sudden death was 
the cause of all her woes. Even her ostensi- 
ble ‘master’ may have been innocent of 
her true history. How terrible were the 
sins of the parents visited on the child!“ 

And Lizzie Carlton’s son, the offspring of 
her marriage with Mr. S., is he still living!“ 

His life is shrouded. in mystery. Soon 
after the death of Philip S. the relatives of 
the latter sent the boy to Hawesville, Ky., 
to be reared and educated under an assumed 
name, and since that time nothing has been 
known of his fate unless to the relatives of 
Mr. S. alone. They, you can understand, 
may have selfish reasons for wishing him 
to remain in ignorance of his own origin, for 
there was, and may yet be, considerable 
property at stake.“ 

“And the story isa true one in all re- 
spects/”’ 

True in every word, syllable, and letter. I 
withhold names for prudent reasons, but 
there are many men and women in Louis- 
ville today who can read. the record and fill 
up the blanks without hesitation. Lizzie 
Carlton fills an humble grave in the Western 
Cemetery at Louisville, enjoying that peace- 
ful rest which man’s inhumanity denies to 


the living.“

| Crack New York Yachts to Race for s&s 


Novel Stake, 

New York, April 2.— [Special.] — Mr. 
Hains, Superintendent of the gold coin de- 
partment of the Sub-Treasury, was kept 
busy yesterday answering questions as to the 
value of a pint-pot full of gold dollars. The 
cause of this peculiar question arose from 


>the stake for which Oliver Iselin is desirous 


of sailing his new yacht Titania against the 
Bedouin, owned by Archibald Rogers. Mr. 
Iselin’s new yacht is expected to develop an 


unusual rate of speed, and she is looked 


upon as a possible defender of the America’s 
cup. Althaugh a yacht of the second class, 
she might be allowed to enter for the race. 
Mr. Rogers’ yacht, the Bedouin, has long 
held the reputation of being a remarkably 
fast boat, and she has competed with the 
Priscilla, Puritan, and Mayflower for the 
honor of sailing with the English cutters for 
the cup. Mr. Rogers is at present living in 
Hyde Park and his relatives and business as- 
sociates were exceedingly skeptical when 
they learned that the Bedouin was to sail the 
Titania a twenty-mile race to the windward 
in June for a pot tull of gold dollars. In fact 
they all looked upon it as untrue. There 
were various statements as to the 
amount of stakes. Some put it at $1,000, 
others $2,000, and others as high as $8.000. 
At the Sub-Treasury Mr. Hains said that it 
would depend altogether on how the money 
was _ into the measure and what the shape 
of the latter was. One person,“ he said, 
“might throw them in, and another put them 
in carefully, so there is no way of estimating 
it except by the cubic contents of the meas- 
ure and dividing it by the cubic contents of 
each coin. Then nothing is said of the kind 
of gold that is to be put into the coin, whether 
it is fourteen carats, eighteen arate, or 
twenty-two carats fine.” At the New York 
Yacht Club the proposed race was the 
sole topic of conversation. By man 
— was discredited, but a friend of Mr. 
selin said that he knew it to be true and 
that a race would take place. All agreed that 
it was an extremely novel affair so far as the 
stake is concerned, but the race will be 
one of the prettiest ever seen in New York 
waters. It was intended to keep the affair a

been fixed, but will be some day in the latter 
part of June.”’
